In the ^ 
curriculum prescribed for tliest** 
colleges the teaching of the Me- 
chanic Arts is placed on an 'equal 
footing with the teaching Of .\g- 
rienKure. The English language 
and military tactics are also ex 
pressly mentioned, while even 
classical studies are not excluded. 

That the intention of Senator Mor- 
rill was 'to give a chance to the 
industrial classy of the country 
to obtain a liberal education’ is 
abundantly proven from his pub- 
lished speeches, and this broad in- 
ter{)retatipn has gnided the Bu- 
reau of Education, as is shown in 
the circular letter of instructions 
issued to officials of land- 
grant institutions.
